Certifleatea of their nomination were 
filed with the SecreUry of SUte at 
Frankfort by the presidential electors 
on the Independence League ticket, 
which is backed by W. R. Hearst 

Twelve candidates for preaideatial 
electors were named by the New Jer- 
sey Democratic Slate Convention at 
Trenton Monday. The platform indors- 
ed the work of the National Democrat- 
ic Convention. 

J. Alexander Chiles, one of the lead- 
ing Negro lawyers and influentml men 
among his race in Kentucky, has repu- 
diated Taft and will use his influence in 
in the interest of Bryan. 

President Roosevelt will not reply to 
the latest letter of William J. Bryan. 
Secretary Loeb says that the President 
felt that inasmuch as Mr. Bryan’s let- 
ter waa simply an attack on him person* 
allv there waa no reason why he should 
answer it. 

William J. Bryan asked the Demo- 
crats of Lincoln, Neb., to remove the 
lithographs of himself from store and 
residence windows during the visit of 
W. H. Taft there. These pictures were 
the germ of an exhibition of intense 
partisanship early in the campaign. 

Circuit Judge James M. Benton, has 
announced his candidacy for re-election 
from the Twenty-fifth judicial district 
composed of Clark, Powell, Madison, 
and Jessamine counties. So far no 
other candidate has announced and it ia 
not believed that he will have oppoei- 
tion. 

Gov. Hanly is getting some hard 
knocks during the closing days of bis 
special session. In addition to bribery 
charges against him, alleged by Rep- 
resentative Knisely, which called forth 
a message from him demanding a rigid 
investigation, the night rider measure 
waa defeated by his enemies in the re- 
publican ranka. 

William J. Bryan replied to the last 
letter of President Roosevelt, addressed 
to him at Rock Island, III. He accuses 
the president of attempting to ahift the 
issues raised and attacks bis autocratic 
manner on the subject of trusts. In 
hia answer Mr. Bryan says: “I have 
lived a life in vain if your accusations 
have lost me a single friend.” 

At the conclusion of Owsley Stanley’s 
address at Hopkinsville. Clarence Le- 
bus, president of the Burley Tobacco 
Association, was called upon. He had 
been a life-long Republican, he said, 
and had never voted any other ticket, 
but if he were in the Second district he 
would cast his ballot for Stanley, and 
urged every tobacco grower to do so. 
He announced that he was going to 
vote for Kehoe. 

Luther W. Knisely, member from 
Dekalb county of the Lower House of 
the Indiana Legislature, now in special 
session, has signed an affidavit in sup- 
port of a charge made by him on the 
floor of the House when he voted 
against the county option bill, that 
Gov. J. Frank Hanly had offered him a 
position paying 32,000 a year if he would 
vote for the bill. He names Senator 
Wick wire as the man through whom 
the offer waa made. 

At the Kentucky Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union convention. Chief 
Justice Edward O’Rear, of the Courtof 
Appeals, declared for State-wide pro- 
hibition, as well as for prohibition 
throughout the Nation. He said that 
often injustice was done to local option 
counties by the Federal Government 
granting licenses. Another point was 
that the "White Ribboners” should get 
the Legislature to have an election for 
State-wide prohibition submitted to the 
people.
